The 
Exanu.ner has taken the position that since Baum et al 
discloses restricting small-addressed data to the first 
section of the memory that contains the instructions for 
generating the small addresses, and the small-addressed data 
w.th.n a given virtual address space can be located in any

address spaces can be ^mapped only in the first section, or in 
a single section anywhere, or in plural sections" - and no 
mention is made of a second instruction group being distinct 
from a first instruction group and only comprising all of the 
instructions for accessing a particular memory area. 

Accordingly, it is submitted that amended 
independent Claim 1 is patentable over the Baum et al. patent. 
Amended independent Claims 11 and 21 are similar to amended 
independent Claim 1. Therefore, it is submitted that these 
claims are also patentable over the Baum et al. patent. 

In view of the patentability of amended independent 
Claims 1, 11 and 21, it is submitted that the dependent 
claims, which include yet further distinguishing features of 
the invention are also patentable. These dependent claims need 
no further discussion herein. 

III. CONCLUSION 

In view of the amendments to the claims and the 
arguments provided herein, it is submitted that all the claims 
are patentable. Accordingly, a Notice of Allowance is 
requested in due course.
